Dr. Hamilton referred to the many

had been advanced us an excuse for 
crime generally, and was disposed to 
rldlculo this form of subterfuge. 
"As 


most of us know, the Slcklea-Ivey case 
waa one of 
tho earliest 
American 


caitKO colebro, and even In those early 
days made tho Judicious grieve. Gen. 
Daniel Sickles, a popular veteran of 
the civil war and an eminently sane 
man. after having watched Key, fol- 
lowed and shot 
him 
down In 
tho 


Btreet. and afterward 
pleaded 
emo- 


tional Insanity so successfully that he 
was admitted, although It does not ap- 
pear that he afterward suffered any 
Incapacity or showed any sign of men- 
tal weakness, living to a Rood old ago 
and pursuing the even and sano tpnor 
of his way. 


"In thl» state," uald Dr. Hamilton, 


"tho Colo-Hlscock murder was another 
of the same kind, and was tried In Al- 
bany. N'. Y., In tSOS, MaJ. Gen. George 
\V. Cole having murdered Harris Hls- 
cock In trout of Stauwlx hall on tho 
evening ot Juno •!. 1S67, while ho was 
talking with two trlouda. Cole sought 
out Hlscock. who had been Intimate 
with his wife, and, placing 
a 
pistol 


within a few Inches of his head, tired, 
killing him 
Instantly. In this case, 


like many others, tho 
defense 
was 


emotional Insanity, and the defendant 
owed his escape from the gallows to 
tho eloquence of a Mr. Hadley and to 
the late Janiott T. Brady, for there was 
nothing to prove Insanity except an 
array of ridiculous testimony. As an 
evidence of his mental condition It 
was alleged that while In tho army he 
had constantly whittled lockets, rings 
and other perishable ornaments, that 
ho had nose-bleed, and that he was 
melancholy, while a number of relia- 
ble witnesses testified as to his excel- 
lent mental health at all times. 


"About this time and 
until 1S75 


there- were a number ot murders of 
tho same kind. Judge Parker, In the 
Colo case, Instanced no less than eight 
examples of men who had taken the 
law into their own hands, and who 


munity than are known. The husband 
who kills a paramour too often does 
It. In a cowardly fashion, either shoot- 
Ing him in the 
hack, from 
behind a 


wall or In the dark. There Is too apt 
to bo an element of cowardice in the 
way it Is done that robs It of the fine 
frenzy of feeling with which it Is col- 
ored by the lawyers for the defense. 
Frequently the causes that lead up to 
theso tragedies are 
known 
by 
the 


husband long before, and even some- 
times condoned. My impression 
Is 


that there exists a sort of Inexplicable 
vanity, an exaggerated egotism, that 
Inspires the semi-heroic attitude of in- 
jured virtue assumed by the husband 
who shoots another man on his wife's 
account. 


"There Is another strange evolution 


of modernism, quite as remarkable and 
twisted In Its way as the husband's 
motives for killing. 
The community, 


golnfr back to the laws of barbarism, 
adopts the husband's assumed proper- 
ty rights in the wife to be the moral 
solution of 
a far more 
complicated 


problem than they realize. Public sym- 
pathy with these cases depends upon 
die dramatic skill with which the hus- 
band presents his story, the manner In 
which he performs his supreme act of 
egotism. 
He may so blunder 
In the 


frenzy of his attempt to Impress upon 
the public his chagrin and rage that 
they discover an climent of the ludic- 
rous In the very heart of an actual 
tragedy. 
I 


Decadent Public Opinion. 


"Such a man may often neglect his 


wife, 
subject 
her 
to 
extraordinary 


cruelty, withla the law, however, or 
completely ignore her tastes and in- 
clinations, and suddenly ho 
is sur- 


prised that sho runs away with some 
one else. After brooding over his lost 
property, and fearing the criticism of 
tho community, he makes one final et- 
-fort to be sincere, and kills the other 
man, 
usually In 
some 
melodramatic 


fashion, taking caro to save his own 
skin. While my arraignment is not 
sweeping, there Is certainly to-day a 
large number of individuals whose de- 
velopment takes place In a community 
where public opinion Is decadent and 
there may bo a false standard of duty 


ting to be more and more a thing of 
the past. The life In boarding houses, 
flats and restaurants breeds unrest and 
discontent, and 
affords 
opportunity 


for moral laches which, can only have 
one tendency. 


"It Is to be hoped that the attitude 


of tho courts in regard to the defense 
of 'emotional insanity' will be much 
more stringent and unrelenting than 
it has hitherto been, and it is to be 
hoped that tbe public -will be spared 
long and expensive trials, with the 
exposure of the disgusting details and 
pseudo-scientific 
forms 
of 
defense. 


Lawyers should not be permitted, with 
tho aid of disreptuable member* of 
my own profession, to Invent spurious 
forms of insanity and to inject improb- 
able dramatic elements in cases which 
FALL 


have done yeoman service in the sen- 
sational fiction of all ages, and cer- 
tainly, if possible, the alleged insanity 
of a defendant should be settled by a 
commission of alienists and 
not 
be 


passed upon by an ordinary Jury, vho 
are only human, after all, 'and who 
are utterly unable to draw fine dis- 
tinctions or to tell who is lying.

Warren W. Foster, of the general ses- 
sions, provides for the appointment of 
a commission of alienists, who should 
receive testimony and give an opinion 
as to the alleged Insanity of a defend- 
ant at the time of the commission of 
tho act, as well as at the present time, 
and report.

misBion may send tho Individual to a 
penal Institution of the Insane, or he 
may be put on trial should the claim 
of alleged Insanity be unfounded.

this method tho community would not 
only be saved from disgusting details, 
such as were poured out In the Thaw 
and other cases, but an Immense 
amount of money could be saved tho 
taxpayers.

tho consensus of 
opinion,

have been killed.' 


"It Is really a legal compromise with 


tho truth. So-callud 'emotional Insan- 
ity' has been one ot tlie most frequent 
devices selected to urouso faloe sym- 
pathy with criminal violence. People 
have been led to believe that there Is 
such a thing as a sudden frenzy of 
passion, a feeling which has led a man 
to shoot another suddenly, and which 
absolves him from all 
responsibility. 


That Is ono of the absurdities adopted 
by certain desperate lawyc.ro, who. in 
the name of science, attempt to mysti- 
fy hysterical juries. It Is hard to con- 
celvo of any form ot Insanity which 
has not been of regular development. 
although 
tho 
manifestations which 


precede the explosion are sometimes 
with 
difficulty 
recognised. In 
this 


connection I may refer to the danger- 
ous precedent that has been recently 
adopted of letting the outraged wife of 
tho defendant tell 
tho story ot her 


wrongs with the idea of showing how 
readily it might have inflamed an In- 
jured man and produced an 
Insanity 


which rendered him Irresponsible. 


"One genuine case has been made to 


do duty as a basis .for all the others, 
and this decision was utilized in the 
Thaw ease. The case to which refer- 
ence Is made Is that of a man who 
was 
really 
Insane, and whose wife 


within a week of the time of the sex- 
,ial assault ot which sho was the vic- 
tim, communicated tho fact to him, 
when he took the law Into his own 
hands and killed the 
paramour.

tvas properly alleged that his act was 
an insane one. That Is a very differ- 
ent thing from the instances where in- 
llvlduals, after receiving such infor- 
mation, wait weeks and months, going 
about their business and holding or- 
dinary relations with tho woman, or 
even indulging In litigation. 


Cowardice of Murderers. 


There is something rather Interest- 


ing about the mental attitude of 
an 


individual under such

Lhero .is a singular lack of sincere in- 
ury and consistency in tho husband's 
motive for revenge, and there is usu-

can help but deplore a certain visible

Good Work the Forest Service Did for 


Mnntl, Utah. 


One of the conditions governing tho 


grazing ot stock on tho western na- 
tional forest reserves Is that certain 
areas where the watershed 
demands 


protection are closed to the stockmen 
bacuuse the watershed Interests are 
m.vj.v times more important than the 
gracing lights. 


Two notable cases of this 
protec- 


tion are the Salt Lake City watershed 
in tho Siilt Lake National forest and 
the Mantl watershed In tho Manti for- 
est In tho same state. 


In the years before the forest wan 


reserved by the government the little 
city had been annually almost swept 
away by floods. Thousands of dollars 
lad been spent by tho citizens In 
,buildlng embankments, 
but to no 


avail. 
< 
• 


'Every; year the streets were torn up 


and the neighboring fields ruined, says 
a writer In, Out West. They begged 
•that the mountain region above them 


be made Into a national forest and 
that some restraint be placed upon 
tho grazing on the mountain ranges 
In order that the forest cover might .bo 
restored and the floods stopped. 


The forest was established after a 


careful and systematic examination of 
the area had been made by expert for- 
esters, and grazing upon a large area 
was strictly prohibited for a year. 


What was the result on the Mauti 


watershed? Within a year from the 
time grazing was stopped the floods 
began to diminish. 
The forest cover 


rapidly returned. 


The snow, held In check by the 


bushes, grasses 
and other 
forest 


growth, did not melt away in a day as 
in the past. The rains that • formerly 
fell on a hare open ground were now 
received by a sponge-Jike. covering: o£ 
dead grass and leaves, and these with 
tho living vegetation held- it in check 
from running oft as fast as U fell. 


Four years have passed since the 


forest was made, and the danger from 
floods Is no longer known in Mantl, 
while the flow of water in the little 
mountain streams is more. reyiilajr and. 
constant than ever before.

We have a tew good-sized dairy co- 


operative enterprises in this country, 
hut wo are outclassed In this line ot 
co-operation by some ot tho enter- 
prises In Australia aud New Zealand. 
Thus a co-operative datry company In 
New South Wales, in Australia, re- 
cently made its half-year report. This 
report showed a total business dono 
In the halt year ot $2,200.000.

profit was $50,000, which was some- 
thing Immense in tho view of the fact 
that the paid-up Capita! is but $70,000. 
Much of the profits, however., were 
transferred to a reserve fund to aid In 
the dairy export movement.

BIG ELEVATOR 
EXPLODES. 


Thirteen Persons Killed in Disa«ter 


at Rlchford, Vt. 


Richford, Vt.—With a concussion 


which shook the entire village, a large 
grain elevator, having a capacity of 
500,000 bushels, exploded late Wednes- 
day, causing the death of 12 men and 
a woman. 


The explosion blew off the entire 


roof of the building, scattering tim- 
bers in all directions, and almost in- 
stantly flames burst out all over the 
structure. Twenty-one men were em- 
ployed In the building, of whom 11 are 
missing and undoubtedly perished. All 
lived in Rlcbford. 


The elevator was owned Jointly by 


the Canadian Pacific and Boston & 
Maine railro-ids and was occupied by 
the Quaker Oats Company of Chica- 
go. The amount of grain It contained 
was very large. 
The flames, which 


are supposed to have been started by 
spontaneous combustion in the dry 
dust of the grain, spread so quickly 
that the limited fire apparatus of the 
village was of no avail. Nothing could 
prevent the entire destruction of the 
elevator and its contents. 


The heat set fire to a flour shed 


near the elevator and the shed, to- 
gether with 75 freight cars standing 
near it, were burned. 


The wreckage and fire blocked the 


tracks of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
road completely for many hours, so it 
was necess"ry for trains to make 
a 


detour. by way of Sherbrooke, 
Qne. 


Tho total loss Is estimated at $-100,000. 


New York. Oct. 6.—Eleven persons
